WORST TYRANNY 

American Communist- Saw 

Bolshevism; Condemns It 

Hava). April 7.—"Tba decaying 
civilization of Soviet Russia*’ was de¬ 
picted as ths worst tyranny In The 
world by Dr. Morris Sucker, known 
here as a leader and organiser of tho 
Communist Party In the United 
State*, and whosa home la in Brook¬ 
lyn. N. Y„ on. his srrtval here to-day 
from Moscow after naarly five 
months In Russia. . . 

“Conditions steadily are becoming 
worse. ’ ha declared. “What little 
foreign trade Russia Is able te get Is 
of no help to the people, who are 
everywhere the victims of tyranny, 
and go about In a hopeless attitude 
because of the great constant terror. 

Dr. Zucker last Juns waa pardoned 
by President Wilson after having 
been sentenced to. fifteen years on 
being found guilty of sedition in New 
York city. He left-the United Statee 
in September, and arrived in Russia 
in Novsmber. Three days after his 
arrival in Moscow he Was imprisoned, 
aad spent most of the time he was la 
Kuqkia in confinement 
Victima 

Inside the prison. Dr. Zucker said, 
he met victims of Bolshevik tyranny, 
most of whom were there because 
they had opposed being ruled by the 
email Bolshevik minority. These in¬ 
cluded* former grand dukes and work¬ 
men. whose common ground, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Zuker. was the|r opposi¬ 
tion to "absolute tyranny." 

Dr. Zuker. who arrived here with 
a group of Germans on the way home 
from Russia, where they had been 
prisoners, said he hoped to return to 
the United States to relate the lacts 
regarding Russia, and dlslifuaion 
those who thought there was any¬ 
thing like freedom under the Soviets. 

Outleek. 

"The present regimu will undoubt¬ 
edly continue for a long time, but It 
must make epochal changes to hold 
on. Its power of terror Is too great 
for It to be overthrown now." said Dr. 
Zucker. \ 

Zucker went to Russia to Investi¬ 
gate whether there was a real dicta¬ 
torship of the proletariat or a dicta¬ 
torship of a handful. He said he 
had found the latter to be the case. 
On hie arrival In Moscow he waa told 
by Banter! Xuorteva. formerly sec¬ 
retary of Ludwig Martens. "Soviet 
Ambassador to the United States," 
and now Controller of Foreigners in 
Russia. • to whom he presented him¬ 
self. that it would be Inadvisable to 
permit him to Investigate conditions. 
Therefore. Nuoreva declared. • Dr 
Zucker would be sent out of Russia In 
a few days. Meanwhile, he was in¬ 
formed he waa to be detained in 
prison. Hla detention continued un¬ 
til March 27. and he left Moscow last 
Thursday.

Commission Says Dealers De¬ 
duct Salaries Before ~ 
Computing Profits 

Salaries are first deducted by some 
of the local coal dealers before coot 
estimates are made out, according to • 
the records of Captain Foster, ac- t 
countant with the Coal Inquiry Com- ' 
mission sitting here ye s terday. 

Alderman R 8 . Woodward asked ! 
the Commission whether It had as- * 
certained the practice ift the'Tooal 
dealers In respect of salaries, whether 
« or not they were deducted before 
profits were estimated, and the 
™ answer was glvep that salaries had | 
first been deducted. Profits of ] 
twenty per cent, on the capital In 
vested had been shown by the Com 
I mission's investigation of company 
books. a 

Mr. Woodward was anxious to I 
have Mr. Fraser called * to give i 
evidence. He explained that Mr . 1 
Fraser had been shipping coal from 
the Interior and selling It In Vic¬ 
toria at less than the local dealers 
were charging for Vancouver Island 
coal. It was found Impossible to 
locate Mr. Fraser in time for yester¬ 
day Afternoon's hearing, and his 
evidence waa not taken.

Mr. Robert 
son said this estimate was all 
nonsense as not enough work had 
been done to enable experts to esti¬ 
mate anywhere near correctly what 
coal there was in place. 

"Mining Is not a charitable In 
stltutlon. Operators will not take 
out coa| If It cannot be done at a 
price they can afford to market it I 
at.** said Mr. Robertson. He ex - i 
plained to the Commission that there 
were areas called wastes fir "spares” j 
which occasion undue cost In extrac¬ 
tion by requiring a very much greater 
percentage of development per ton 
of coal produced.
